ing a wife for him, it is obvious 
that God intended marriage for 
happiness. The Scripture says: 
“Whoso findeth a wife findeth a 
good thing, and obtaineth favour 
of the Lord” (Prov. .18:22), and 
“.. a prudent wife is from the 
Lord’ (Prov. 19:14). Proverbs 
31:10-12 has some earnest words 
from God about the prize a man 
has “who ha¥ found 4 good “wife” 
“Who can find a virtuous woman? 
for her price is far above rubies. 
The heart of her husband doth 
safely trust ‘in her, so that he 
shall have no need of spoil. She 


will do him good and not evil all 


the days of her life.” The plain 
implication of this Scripture is 
that marriage tends to happiness, 
when a good man marries a good 
woman. 


Isaac must have been lonely 
when his mother died. When 
Abraham sent his servant into the 
far country to find a_ bride for 
Isaac, and Rebekah returned with 
the caravan, we are told that 
“Tsaac brought her into his mother 
Sarah's tent, and took Rebekah, 
and she became his wife; and he 
loved her: and Isaac: was com- 
forted after his mother’s death” 
(Gen. 24:67). 


Marriage ought to be happy. If 
marriage is what God intended it 
to be, it will be happy and pros- 
perous and successful and perma- 
nent, 

Now sinee marriage is a divine 
institution and the oldest in the 
world, since marriage is ordained 
of God, there ought to be rules 
and principles laid down in the 
Bible for a happy, prosperous mar- 
riage, and that is true.

I. Christians Are to Marry 
Only Christians 


Nothing more important can be 
said on the question of marriage, 
it seems to me, than that Chris- 
tian people should marry only 
Christians. Marriage is a divine 
institution, a holy trust from God. 
4.The duties of marriage necessarily 
involve Christian character. No 
one can really be the best husband 
or the best wife who is not will- 
ing to follow God’s plan for a 
home. How could anyone be a 
good father or a good mother of 
children who does not know and 
does not love God? And how 
could anyone keep his vows of 
marriage adequately, spiritually, 
who does not love God and does 
not plan to please’ God? 

The relationship of husband and 
wife is so intimate, so dear, as 


well as so permanent, that there 
is certain to be a.continual heart- 
ache and a continual clash of will © 
and purpose between the husband 
and the wife who are not Chris- 
tians. 

At first, the attraction of love 
is so great that each dreams the 
other is his. perfect ideal, The 
proverb well says that, “Love is 
blind.” Many a Christian girl has 
married an unsaved man and_in 
her‘ foolish heart thought, “After 
we are married, he will never 
drink. again. He says he loves 
me so much he will go to church 
with me. He is so dear and good 
anc lovable, surely all he needs 
is to join the church.” Such girls 
have found later to their deep 
distress that they married an un- 
godly man. The+devotion of love 
to a wife is not strong enough to 
make a good man out of one who 
does not love God. No Christian 
girl is ever safe to marry an un- 
saved man. No Christian man ig

ever safe to marry an unsaved 
girl. Such marriages do not usu- 
ally turn out well and happily. 
They never turn out happily ex- 
cept when God in His great mercy 
helps one mate to win the other. 
How often that never comes to 
pass! And how often, if it does 
come, it comes only after years 
of heartache and trouble and sin 
and burden! . 

On this matter, II Corinthians 
6:14-16 says: “Be ye not un- 
equally yoked together with unbe- 
lievers: for what fellowship hath 
righteousness with unrighteous- 
ness? and what communion 
hath light with darkness? And 
what concord hath Christ with 
Belial? or what part hath he 
that believeth with an _ infidel? 
And what agreement hath the 
temple of God with idols? for 
ye are the temple of the living 
God; as God hath said, I will 
dwell in them, and walk in them; 
and I will be their God, and they 
shall be my people.” 

You see, a saved person and an 
unbeliever cannot have real fel- 
lowship. “What fellowship hath 
righteousness with unrighteous- 
ness?” They cannot have real 
communion, for “what communion 
hath light with darkness?” You 
see, there is an innate and funda- 
mental difference in the life and 
character and heart attitude of 
one who is saved and one who 
is lost. One loves God and the 
other despises Him. One has 
trusted Christ for salvation, the 
other has rejected Him. 

There can be no real concord 
between a Christian and an un- 
converted sinner because, “What 
concord hath Christ with Belial?” 
Or again the Scripture says, 
“What part hath he that believ- 
eth with an infidel?” (And the 
word infidel here is simply the 
Greek word for unbeliever. ) 

How can a married’ couple 
live in agreement day by day, one 
saved and the other lost? For 
verse 16 says, “And what agree- 
ment hath the temple of God with 
idols? for ye are the temple of 
the living God; as God hath said, 
I will dwell in them, and walk 
in them; and I will be their God, 
and they shall be my people.” A 
saved person has the indwelling 
Spirit of God, who abides in his 
body and that is the one great 
central fact of his life. Whether 
you know it or not, whether you 
are always conscious of it or not 
if you are a converted person, a 
child of God, the Spirit of God 
dwells in your body and your body 
is the holy temple of God. How 
wicked, how certain to lead to 
heartache it is when a Christian 
turns this temple of God over to 
the control and whim of an un- 
converted child of Satan! You 
see, the marriage of a Christian 
with an unbeliever is essentially 
unfitting and wicked. 

So Christians should never 
marry those who are unsaved. 
And preachers should not take 
part in such marriage ceremonies 
in which one party of the marriage 
claims to have been converted and 
the other does not claim to have 
been converted. Such marriages 
grieve God and are certain to 
bring unhappiness. 

In I Corinthians 7:39 the Scrip- 
ture speaks of the marriage of 
widows: “The wife is bound by 
the law as long as her husband 
liveth; but if her husband be dead, 
she is at liberty to be married 
to whom she will; only in the 
Lor ae 

It is all right for a widow to 
marry again after her husband is 
dead. But it must be remembered 
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that she is free to marry “only 
in the Lord.” No woman, whether 
maid or widow, is free to marry 
except in the Lord, if she be a 
Christian. Saved people ought 
not to marry with unsaved people. 
It is an unequal yoke. It is cer- 
tain to lead to sin and heartache 
and unhappiness. 

Solomon, the wisest man who 
ever lived, with a divinely given 
wisdom, yet sinned in this matter 
in marrying an_ unconverted 
woman. In II Chronicles 8:11 we 
are told, “And Solomon brought 
up the daughter of Pharaoh out of 
the city of David unto the house 
that he.had built for her: for he 
said, My wife shall not dwell in 
the house of David king of Israel, 
because the places are holy, where- 
unto the ark of the Lord hath 
come.” How foolish for any man 
to marry a woman who was not 
fit to come to the house of God, 
not fit to come where the ark 
of God had been brought! 

The sad story of Solomon’s fall 
into sin is told in I Kings 11. 
Verses 1-4 say: “But king Solo- 
mon loved many strange women, 
together with the daughter of 
Pharaoh, women of the Moabites, 
Ammonites, Edomites, Zidonians, 
and Hittites; Of the nations con- 
cerning which the Lord said unto 
the children of Israel, Ye shall 
not go in to them, neither shall 
they come in unto you: for surely 
they will turn away your heart 
after their gods: Solomon clave 
unto these in love. And he had 
seven hundred wives, princesses, 
and three hundred concubines: 
and his wives turned away his 
heart. For it came to pass, when 
Solomon was old, that his wives 
turned away his heart after other 
gods: and his heart was not per- 
fect with the Lord his God, as 
was the heart of David his father.” 
You see, even Solomon, the wisest 
man who ever lived, could not re- 
sist the temptation that was 
brought on by his marriage to 
ungodly heathen women. 

In Nehemiah’s day when a rem- 
nant of Israel was brought back 
from captivity and when they in- 
termarried with the heathen peo- 
ple round about, Nehemiah told 
them of their sin and used Solo- 
mon. as an illustration of: the fear- 
ful results that come to people 
who are God’s and yet marry un- 
godly people. 

If you love God and believe the 


, | Bible, if you are a converted child 


of God, and if you want a happy, 
successful marriage, then certainly 
you must not marry a lost person. 
To do so would be sin and would 
surely bring unhappiness. 


II. Christians Should Have 


the Direct Leading of God 
About Marriage Plans 


A Christian can have the lead- 


ing of the Holy Spirit in the mat- 


ter of marriage plans. Every 
young man_ should prayerfully 
seek to find God’s will about his 
wife. Many Christian young men 


,| have prayed God to give them a 


wife. Many Christian ~ young 
women have prayed God to select 
their husbands. How often it has 
turned out happily. If a Christian 
ought to be able to pray about 
anything, he surely ought to be 
able to pray for wisdom from God 
on this matter: Young people 
should be taught to pray very 
much about marriage and not to 
go ahead without the clear leading 
of God. 

“He that followeth me shall not 
walk in darkness, but shall have 
the light of life’ (John 8:12). In 
John 16:13 Jesus said, “Howbeit 
when he, the Spirit of truth, is 
come, he will guide you into all 
truth.” Surely the Holy Spirit 
can enlighten the heart and mind 
of a Christian and show him the 
will of God about marriage plans. 

So it is important that a young 
man or woman should not cling 
to his own will One should be 
willing to say, “Lord, I give up 
my sweetheart if she is not the 
woman You have for me.” Every 
girl ought to be able to say, “Lord, 
I do not want any man who is 
not the husband You have selected 


‘yt me. If I feel the pull of love 


toward him, then Lord You over- 
» & 


come it and help me to learn to 
love the man that I ought to 
marry.” 

I remember how I walked up 
and down a country road one 
night, looking in the distance to 
the light in a dormitory window, 
asking God if the girl I loved 
was the right one for me. I feel 
that God answered and led me 
in my decision. 

I was deeply moved when visit- 
ing Bob Jones .College as Mrs. 
Rice and I stood in the parlor 
before a great picture of Christ 
and heard behind us a young 
couple in prayer. They had met 
in the closing days of the com- 
mencement week to say goodbye 
for the summer. They thanked 
God for the love He had given 
them and asked Him to have His 
perfect way in “their plans. I be- 
lieve that God is glad to give guid- 
ance to those who wait upon Him 
and are willing to take His will 
when it is shown to them. Every 
Christian can have clear leading 
from Heaven about marriage 
plans. If one reads this who is 
not quite sure of the will of God, 


often find that they have joined 
themselves in wedlock to-a per- 
son who is wholly different from 
them, one with whom they cannot 
be happy. Fires of passion soon 
burn lower. Sex attraction is a 
fleeting thing, and at best is by 
itself an unsatisfactory thing so 
that the woman who was once 
very attractive to you may later 
be hateful. The man who once 
so thrilled you, may become ab- 
horrent to you. 

Let me illustrate what I am say- 
ing. In some unusual cases a 

white person and one of negro 
blood become’ attracted to each 
other sexually. In some publicized 
cases white women have married 
negro men and professed to be 
devoted to them. The newspapers 
last week told how some 4,000 
negro soldiers in the United States 
Army had, while in Europe, mar- 
ried white women, and now they 
seek to bring these white wives 
back to the United States. I am 
not now. talking about the results 
to society, the unrest and harm 
that such mixed marriages give. 
But those sex attractions, or what 
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then wait on Him and pray. If 
there is an unrest, a sense of un- 
ease and fearfulness, then wait 
on God until that is settled before 
you say yes to the plans made for 
marriage. 


I. A Successful Marriage 
Must Be Based on Genuine 
Heart Agreement of the 
Couple Who Marry 
The Bible standard for marriage 
is that “they twain shall be one 

flesh” (Matt. 19:5). 

How often marriage goes on the 
rocks and lives are blighted -be- 
cause people married only for 
‘love.’ Love alone is a very poor 
basis for ‘a happy. and successful 
marriage! 

That may sound strange to 
Americans’ who have gotten all 
their conception of love and mar- 
riage from the moving picture 
screens and from current novels. 
Nevertheless, the wisdom of the 
ages proves that what I say is 
true. Love alone is not a good 
basis for marriage. 

Of.course, I mean that the at- 
traction that one person may have 
for another naturally is_ not 
enough for marriage. If love is 
to include agreement about all 
great essential matters of life, a 
oneness of mind and heart, then, 
of course, love would be in itself 
the one all-covering requirement 
for marriage. _But usually what 
people call love is not that at all. 

It is true that there is a certain 
magnetic physical attraction which 


for each other. It is not likely 
that people usually learn to love 
and marry the one person who 
would have for them the greatest 
physical attraction. Some women 
have more attraction for any given 
man than some other women 
would have. But this physical at- 
traction is certainly not enough 
upon which to base a happy mar- 
riage. * 

Those who marry principally on 
the plane of physical attraction 


some men and some women have. 
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most people call love, may be 
present; but that is not enough 
to make happiness. Actually, peo- 
ple who are reared with entirely 
different environments, who grow 
up with a different set of values, 
different ideals and different com- 
panions, will find that they are not 
happy together. They are not 
really of one mind and heart. 
Those. two have not become one 
flesh. Any such marriage is 
wrong and doomed to misery and 
unhappiness. 


Sometimes a Catholic and a 
Protestant, each of them equally 
sincere, fall in love. Such mar- 
riages do not usually turn out very 
happily. -They. have entirely dif- 
ferent conceptions on important 
matters, deep-seated prejudices, 
traditions, and convictions that 
differ widely. Such people are 
not of one mind and one heart. 
In a spiritual sense they often 
cannot well become “one flesh.” 
Perhaps a Catholic wife insists 
that the baby should be sprinkled 
by a priest, and feels that~she is 
duty-bound to rear the child in 
the Catholic faith. Perhaps the 
Protestant husband loves his 
wife devotedly but is not willing 
for the child to be reared as a 
Catholic, to be taught to pray to 
the virgin Mary and to the saints, 
to wear a rosary, and to study in 
a parochial school or convent. 
Perhaps the Catholic wife feels 
duty-bound to go to the priest in 
confession concerning the most 
intimate details of her life and 
thought. Perhaps her Protestant 
husband feels that such confession 
is essentially wrong, and he re- 
sents the idea-of his wife being 
questioned by another man, per- 
haps on the most intimate details 


of her married life, and of her}! 


thoughts. I say that there is not 
in such a couple the fundamental 
agreement, the oneness, 
makes for happiness. 
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If one mate is a worldly Chris- 
tian who sees no harm in the pic- 
ture shows, the dance, in cocktails, 
and in gambling, and the other 
mate is a fervent Bible believer, 
a separated Christian who believes 
that he ought to keep himself 
apart from worldliness and sin; 
how can such a couple be happy? 
They are not fully agreed. , They 
are not of one mind and one soul. 

Suppose the husband wants chil- 
dren and feels that this is the 
normal and right issue of mar- 
riage, and suppose his wife feels 
that the bearing of children in- 
volves too much burden and 
responsibility and she does not 
wish to do it. They have not come 
to a clear agreement and are not 
one. 

If a couple really expects to 


be happy and .to be prosperous © 


in their marriage, they should 
make sure that on important mat- 
ters they should be in agreement. 
On matters of conscience, on the 
matters where happiness neces- 
sarily is entailed, then those who 
marry should be of. one mind. 
That truth is involved in the 
nature of marriage itself and in 
the Bible requirement that the 
husband and wife become one. 


IV. Those Who Wanta 
Happy, Successful Marriage 
Should Accept a Bible 
Standard for the Mar- 
riage and. the Home 


Remember that the Bible tells 
how to have a happy home. Then 
those who want a happy home 
should set out to follow the Bible. 
The home where the Bible is read 
daily, where there is family wor- 
ship and where God’s Word is 
taught to the children, where 
thanks. are given at meals and 
little children are taught to pray 
kneeling at mother’s knee or by 
their beds, is likely to be a happy 
home. <j 

After settling that Christians 
should marry only Christians, I 
think that no single matter is 
of such vital importance for a 
happy home as this setting up of 
the home on a Bible standard. 
Where the Word of God is read 
and followed, where prayer is 
regularly made by husband and 
wife together, where the little 
children are taught about God, 
where God is taken into the fam- 
ily life in a real way, that home 
is almost certain to be a happy 
one. How could it be otherwise? 

But a Bible standard for the 
home would mean that a husband 
should set out to be the head of 
the home and-take the responsibil- 
ity before God which is given him 


in the Word of God. He should - 


remember that his wife is the 
weaker vessel, and he should give 
honor to her “giving honour unto 
the wife, as unto the weaker ves- 
sel, and as being heirs together 
of the grace of hfe’ as I Peter 
3:7. commands. He should feel 
he is God’s deputy. He should 
take the responsibility of leading 
out in matters of morals, in re- 
ligion, in the example ef the Chris- 
tian life before the children, and 
in exercise of authority and dis- 
cipline. A wife. who accepts the

In a world of competition, one 
had gone forth and gained ten 
pounds. Another had gone forth 
and: gained five pounds.

Here is the man who refused to 
go forth into the market, and our 
Saviour declared, “Out of thine 
own mouth will I judge thee, thou 
wicked servant” (v. 22). When 
you listen to most preachers to- 
day, you are led to think that the 
wicked man is the one who goes 
out to profit! Our Saviour. con- 
tinued, “Thou knewest that I was 
an austere man, taking up that

Luke are emphasized in a slightly 
different setting in Matthew 25 
in the parable of the talents. 
The command, ‘Thou shalt not 
steal,” protects us in our monies 
and properties in order that we 


may use them before God for the) 


blessing of ourselves and our fel- 
low men, The profit motive is 
legitimate. It is not sinful in it- 
self. It is, of course, set forth in 
the Scriptures in contrast to sel- 
fishness, and this is one reason 
why it is so easy to mislead people 
by trying to identify the two. It 
is also set forth in the Scriptures 
in contrast to covetousness. 

The desire to use our proper- 
ties for gain, for the advancement 
of the interests of our families 
and the human race, is not of the 
same substance as covetousness, 
The profit motive, in other words, 
is controlled by the commands of 
God’s Word. To get profit by 
stealing is sinful and wrong, but 
to get profit by honest, truthful, 
and honorable means is right. 
Therefore, to condemn the profit 
motive 
thing that is. so wrong and that 
is, as we shall endeavor to point 
out in our factual 
later, at the very heart of the 
whole divergence of the modern 
church from the historic position 
of the Scriptures and the church.

not receive?” Everything that a 
man has he has been given by 
God—his soul, his body, his prop- 
erty. In the use of all these he is 
responsible to God. God owns 
them. God has lent them to him. 
“It is required in stewards, that 
a man be found faithful” (1 Cor. 
4:2). Thus with private enterprise, 
with property, goes responsibility; 
and that responsibility is to a far 
greater and far higher power than 
any community or State, as in the 
collectivistic systems, It is the re- 
sponsibility to the living God! 

Jesus Christ emphasizes these 
things in what is popularly called 
the. parable of the rich fool, re- 
corded for us in Luke 12, begin- 
ning with verse 16, “The ground 
ot a certain rich man_ brought 
forth plentifully.” He built his 
barns. and stored his goods. “But 
God said unto him, Thou fool, this 
night thy soul shall be required 
of thee:. then whose shall those 
things be, which thou hast pro-| 
vided?” The man _ forgot his 
stewardship, forgot that God owns 
all that he possessed. 

It is in this field of stewardship 
that private enterprise has ex- 
posed itself to all the charges

that have been made against it. 
It is because of the sins and fail- 
ures of private enterprise in the 
field of stewardship that the at- 
tack now being made upon it is 
possible, an attack that does not 
stop just with the correction of 
the . abuses, 
goes on to the destruction of the 
very existence of the profit motive. 


The apostle James gives us the 
picture that ensues when steward- 
ship collapses: “Go to now, ye 
rich men, weep and how! for your 
miseries that shall come upon 
you. Your riches are corrupted, 
and your garments are motheaten. 
Your gold and silver is cankered; 


witness against you, and shall eat

men have taken their treasures 
and stored them, not used them 
for the blessing of humanity. Then 
James continues, and declares 
that there is much more involved. 
Their gain, some of it, had been 
secured by fraud. “Behold, the 
hire of *the labourers who have 
reaped down your fields, which is 
of you kept back by fraud, crieth: 
and the cries of them which have 
reaped are entered into the ears 
of the Lord of sabaoth” (v, 4). 


It is here that the church of 
Jesus Christ in all its authority 
and with all the force of the Ten 
Commandments behind it should 
lift up its voice today and speak 
to the capitalists, speak to the 
men of private enterprise, speak 
to men everywhere, and hold up 
before them their responsibility to 
society and to their fellow men. 
Benevolence is the word. In that 
capitalistic verse in Ephesians, 
| Paul said that we are to labor 
at that which is good in order 
that we may have to give to them 
who have need. It is the fountain 


| of giving that is drying up, that 


has dried up. 


Of course, as we move on into 
a planned or controlled. society 
where the government is respon- 
sible for the poor and needy, then 
those who have means are not go- 
ing to give. They will let the gov- 
ernment fulfill that responsibility. 
Just here appear in the founda- 
tion of our present social order 
the great fissures that have been 
created by the explosion touched 
off by those who are trying to 
change the very basis of society. 
There is not the slightest intima- 
tion in the parable of the rich 
fool, to which we have referred, 
that the possessions were not his 
to use, or that the enterprise by 
which he secured them was wrong.

Freedom of Conscience In- 
volves the Right and Duty 
of Free Enterprise 
There is, finally, revealed in the 
Scriptures, a fourth field of truth 
which emphasizes the validity of 
private enterprise and its place in 
society. It is what we call freee 
dom of conscience. If men are te 
have free consciences, they must 
be free to use their means and 
direct the affairs of their lives, 
not by any compulsion from a 
group or from the State. “So then 
every one of us shall give account 
of himself to God” (Rom. 14:12), 
Again we are told, “Ye are bought 
with a price; be not ye the ser 

vants of men” (1 Cor. 7:23). 
Here, of course, we have the 
Scriptural basis for the realities 
of democracy. Each man is free 
to vote as he believes God wants 
him to vote. Individual freedom 
and democracy go hand in hand. 
Control the economic life of an 
individual, and you destroy his 
freedom, for that is what his ma- 
terial and physical life is. It & 
economical—his property, his food, 
his clothes, his pleasures, his 
money. It is the use and interplay 
of these things in human society 
that men call the economical. But 
if a man’s economic life is control- 
led by the group—and a man’s 
place in it is determined by the 
group—then how can that man 
render an account of himself to 
God? In «a controlled society, the 
control of which is determined by 
others and not by himself individu- 
ally, he cannot render an account 
of himself. He could say to God, 
“Lord, You know I want to render 
an account: of my conscience to 
You, but I cannot.- All my affairs’ 
are determined by the majority 
vote. I cannot do with them what

The apostle Paul emphasized 
this truth in II Corinthians 1:12: 
“For our rejoicing is this, the 
testimony of our conscience, that 
in simplicity and godly sincerity, 
not with fleshly wisdom, but by 
the grace of God, we have had 
our conversation in the world, and 
more abundantly to you-ward.” 


There are millions of individuals 
upon the earth. No two individuals 
are alike. The circumstances of 
no two individuals are alike, and 
each individual has the responsi- 
bility of applying the truth of 
God, as he sees it, to his own 
personal circumstances. He alone 
can do it, and*he does it in the 
knowledge that God knows every- 
thing that he thinks. Here we 
have the reality of private initi- 
ative and _ individual freedom. 
They cannot exist unless we have 
a free society, uncontrolled, un- 
planned for the individual by the 
State or by the group. The con- 
trolled society, whether it be nazi, 
fascist, communist, socialist, is a 
blow at liberty of conscience, and, 
if the conscience be not free, the 
individual is not free. If the in- 
dividual be not free, then we do 
not have a free society. 


After I had planned the out- 
line for this story, I secured a 
copy of “The Road to Serfdom,” by 
Friedrich A. Hayek. In his volume 
which every American ought to 
read, Dr. Hayek, from the eco- 
nomic and intellectual standpoint, 
defends the position of the indi- 
vidual. He does it purely from an 
intellectual vantage point. He 
analyzes the condition of the free 
individual in every relation to sc- 
ciety, and also in a controlled and 
planned order. His logic is dev- 
astating. He does not, however, 
in regard to these questions, ap- 
proach the problem in the light 
of Scripture; nor does he in any 
way mention the matter of the 
authority of the Scriptures or the 
position of God’s Word. He 
naturally would not be expected 
to do so. However, there is one 
point in his analysis where he 
does touch upon this question of 
freedom of conscience. This is the 
nearest ‘he comes to the level or 
the nature of the approach that 
we are endeavoring to make here. 


In a chapter entitled, “Why the 
Worst Get on Top,” he has this 
to say: 

“Every collectivist system . . 
does not leave the individual 
conscience free to apply its own 
rules and does not even know any

general rules which the individual 
is required or allowed to observe 
in all circumstances. This makes 
collectivist morals so different 
from what we have known as 
morals that we find it difficult 
to discover any principle in them, 
which they nevertheless possess” 
(p. 146). 


Any system that destroys free- 
dom of conscience is immoral and 
is based on an entirely different 
system of morals—pagan, and may 
we say, atheistic morals. We shall 
discuss this matter further in an 
entire chapter. 


Professor Hayek’s book is hav- 
ing a salutary effect in England 
and America, and we were inter- 
ested to observe that Dr. Paul 
Hutchinson, a modernist preach- 
er, in a review of “The Road to 
Serfdom,” in the Christian Cen- 
tury for January 3, 1945, declared 
that the book had profoundly dis- 
turbed him. Dr. Hutchinson ex- 
plained that he had more or less 
taken it for granted that we were 
moving on into a _ socialistically 
controlled order. 


It is the teaching of the Bible, 
as we have summarized it, that 
gives morality, stability, and foun- 
dation to society; and it is into 
the reality of his emphasis upon 
the individual that the State must 
not enter. The State must leave 
the individual free. The State is 
to serve as a punisher of evil- 
doers, murderers, robbers, thieves, 
and the like. The Ten Command- 
ments underlie the social order 
and limit the sphere of the State’s 
authority and power. It is more 
than significant that the Ten 
Commandments do not have in 
them a single word that refers 
directly to the State. The State 
derives its authority from God. 
In the light of the commands of 
God, the free society is God’s. It 
is therefore the duty of the State, 
as the minister of God for righte- 
ousness (Rom. 13), to see that this 
free society of competition, pri- 
vate enterprise; is preserved. 

When individuals join, forming 
monopolies and establishing con- 
trols which hinder the flow of in- 
dividual enterprise and initiative, 
the State has a responsibility to 
step in and say, “The log jam 
must be opened.” In this respect 
the State may become a police- 
man or a governor to see that the 
ordered liberties of the people in 
the society are not transgressed 
but maintained. The only re- 
straints imposed by the govern- 


.|ment upon a free society are the 


restraints that will keep society 
free. As long as society is made 
up of individuals—and that is the 
only kind of society we shall ever 
have on this earth—the rights and 
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liberties of each must be protected 
and guarded. 

This stands, in violent contrast 
to the so-called planned economy 
or social control of the economic 
processes for the common good. 
This free enterprise is not chaos. 
It is orderly. Its freedom, in the 
very nature of things, has been 
created by the living God. 

God created this world. God 
made the circumstances and con- 
ditions. God placed men in it, 
and it is God’s order that gives 
us this freedom.. If men want 
their own “planned economy,” 
then they, of necessity, must 
break with the free order God has 
established. 

God planned in a very particu- 
lar way. Not only did He create 
this order, but He is also active 
in it. When the Psalmist said, 
“The Lord is my shepherd; I shall 
not want,” he was depending upon 
the activity of God to provide for 
us. God is in free economy. He is 
in all the elements that men call 
chance. He is in all the factors that 
men call ‘‘fate.” The Christian sees 
Him there. The Christian recog- 
nizes Him there when he says: 
“All things work together for good 
to them that love God, to them 
who are-the called according to 
his purpose” (Rom. 8:28). 

For this reason, the genuine 
Christian must rise up and op- 
pose with all his might a con- 
trolled and planned economy 
where either a group of men or 
a majority of the people through 
what may be called economic de- 
mocracy or industrial democracy, 
seek to impose their order upon 
the society for what they think 
is the common good. The great- 
est thing that God has given to 
us in our society is liberty. This 
liberty is‘in His law, His Word, 
as we have sought briefly to sum- 
marize and point out.

Marriage is not intended as a 
brief experiment. One_ should 


never enter marriage except with 
the whole-hearted vow that it is 
for a lifetime and that the mar- 
riage is to be broken only by 
death. Those who feel that they 
can be married and if they do 
not get adjusted, if they are not 
compatible, if they do not “make 
a go of it,” they can then get a 
divorce and try someone else, are 
headed for heartbreak and ruin. 
That is no attitude of mind that 
God can bless. That is no ade- 
quate arming to meet the prob- 
lems of marriage.’ No, those who 
marry are dishonest and cannot 
mean their marriage vows if they 
do not set out to make this mar- 
riage a permanent matter. 
Every girl should have this in 
mind: “If my husband turns out 
to be a drunkard, I must live with 
him until one of us dies. If he 
beats me, I must love him still 
and obey him and be his wife and 
bear his children and wait on him 
when he is sick and keep my vows 
until death parts us.” Every 
man who marries ought to say in 
his heart: “This is my wife, the 
only wife I will ever have, at 
least until death separates us. I 
must love her, whether she de- 
serves it or not. I must love her 
and keep her as my wife whether 
the beds are made, whether the 
meals are attractive, whether her 
tongue is sharp or not. This mar- 
riage is for better or for worse. 
This marriage is to last until death 
shall part us.” Nobody. has a 
right to marry on any other basis. 
To do so is to invite disaster. One 
is not truly married in his heart 
(though of course the marriage is 
binding in the sight of God as 
well as in the sight of man) who 
does not mean business enough to 
intend and vow that the marriage 
shall last until death.

Psalm 127:3-5 says: “Lo, chil- 
dren are an heritage of the Lord:

Do 
you love her because she is such 
a devoted Christian, so éager to 
serve God? Do you love her be- 
cause she has pity for those in 
trouble, because she has laughter 
and a light in her. eyes, and a 
quick mind? .Do you love her 
because she has real Christian 
qualities? If so, then that is the 
kind of love which ought to be in 
every true marriage. 


Young woman, do you love your 
intended husband because he is 
strong, because he is brave, be- 
cause he is sénsible? Does he 
have the kind of character that 


brother or father? Does he seem 
to you the wisest young fellow you 
ever saw? Do you like the way 
he stands up straight, like his 
strong body, like his -kindness to 
his mother and his gentleness to 
old people? Are you proud of his 
Christian character, his faithful, 
clean life, his ambition and plans 
for the future? If so, then that 
is the kind of love upon which 
happiest marriages are built. To 
be sure, the one you love should 
be personally attractive to you, 
but make sure that mere coarse 
animal attraction is not the sum 
total of love that guarantees suc- 
cess and happiness in marriage. 


. I suggest that each of you check 
up carefully on the family of the 
one you plan to marry. Young 
man, is the girl’s mother a lovable 
woman? Do you admire the way 
she keeps house, do you admire 
the way she talks, do you admire 
her character? Well, it is very 
likely that the girl you are about 
to marry will be like her mother. 
You do not think so now. It may 
be that you are deeply attracted 
by the girl. But stop and con- 
sider whether, when she turns out 
to have the kind of character and 
to be the kind of homemaker and 
housekeeper and wife that her 
mother is, whether she will please 
you then. Real love ought to be 
based on what people really are, 
not on animal attraction. 


Young woman, before you marry 
that young man, I suggest that 
you stop and consider. Do you 
admire his father? Do you want 


the kind of a man that his father 


is? Do you find that altogether 
aside from the attraction the 
young man has for you person- 
ally, he is a most admirable and 
desirable young man, judged by 
his family, his associates, his work 
in school, his job, his treatment of 
others, his devotion to Christ? 
Make sure that the love is really 
a love of character, a love of per- 
sonality, instead of mere fleshly 
attraction. And then if God gives 
the personal attraction too, you 
may feel assured that love is on 
a safe and honorable basis that is 
lasting and will help to guarantee 
a happy and successful marriage. 


Viti. An Honorable Engage- 
ment Tends to Promote a 
Happy, Successful 
Marriage 


Becoming engaged is a very seri- 
ous matter. There are certain 
conventions of decency which 
civilized people expect in this mat- 
ter. One who observes certain 
rules of honor and Christian char- 
acter in the matter of an engage- 
ment to be married is well on the 
way to a happy and successful 
marriage, 


First of all, let the engagement 
be genuine. If you do not expect 
and fully intend to marry, then 
you are not truly engaged. Young 
people who have a passing infatua- 
tion for each other and who want 
to take liberties that only engaged 
people are allowed, are sinning 
against each other and themselves 
and helping to unfit themselves for 
marriage. No young man should 


propose except on an honorable 
intention to marry, an intention 
which is based upon genuine love 
and admiration, and is the result 
of. mature thought and prayer, 
And no girl should accept such 
an engagement and promise her- 
self to a man nor permit any 
claim of engagement until she 
feels genuinely sure he is the only 
man for her and until her heart’s 
love and devotion have béen truly 
given to him. Engagements should 
be genuine, a contract to marry 
which is sincere and with every 
intention of fulfillment. 


Second, engagements should not 
be too short. People who become

Third, engagements should not 
be an excuse for unseemly liber- 
ties and license. Engaged couples 
are not married. If they have 
no reserve, if they exercise no 
normal and decent restraint, they 
are likely to become disgusted 
one with the other, and love is 
likely to seem a tawdy and tar- 
ished _ thing. Young engaged 
couples, I urge you to be re- 
strained and decent, and have no

regrets. Particularly let me give 
this warning. In these free and | 
easy days when young people | 
have very little chaperonage (and 
God pity us, very little teaching!), 
sometimes young people feel that 
they belong to one another and 
they take the liberties that belong 
only to married people. I remem- | 
ber when a young man told me | 
with a broken heart how he had 
loved a girl with all the devotion 
of his heart. They planned to be 
married. Both had put the other 
first, and it seemed an ideal match. 
But the engagement was long, and 
they petted each other freely and 
desire overcame them, and they 
fell into sin, the scarlet sin. Then, 
instead of loving each other, their 
Jove turned to disgust. He never 
wanted to see her again. He 
told me how all the dreams of his 
life had been wrecked on the altar 
of unseemly desire. Young peo- 
le, if you want to maintain love, 
hen be sure you observe the rules 
of decent society. The privileges 
of husband and wife do not be- 
long to engaged couples. Adultery 
is a shameful, hateful thing, and 
that is what your sin would be, 
if you do not restrain “yourself.

Their marriage has 
been wonderfully happy now for 
more than twenty years. 


ding Is a Good Start 
Toward a Happy 
Marriage 
Bible marriages referred to in 
the New Testament were marked 


‘honorable announce- 


ments and ceremonies as we see 
by the marriage at Cana which 
Jesus attended, and by His parable 
of the ten bridesmaids, wise and 
foolish, m Matthew 25:1-13. 


Run-away marriages are not as 
often happy as are marriages with 
the approval of relatives and 
friends. 

Marriages, when the ceremony 
is conducted by the justice of the 
peace or a judge, are not as often 
happy and more often result in 
divorce than marriages in a 
church. For many reasons it is 
advisable to have a Christian mar- 
riage ceremony with the loved 
ones and friends about. Such a 
wedding should be openly, pub- 
licly announced. 

Sometimes a home wedding may 
be preferable, but in amy case a 
minister of the gospel should per- 
form the ceremony. The marriage 
should be publicly announced 
ahead of time with invitations to 
those who are expected to be 
present. Then announcements 
should be sent to other friends 
who would not be invited. The 
whole matter ought to be a pub- 
licly acknowledged contract. Every 
good man is proud of his bride. 
Every woman who marries ought 
to be proud of the husband she 


marries. A marriage is a contract 
between two individuals,. But it 
is of profound importance to soci- 
ety. The community ought to be 
taken into account. Loved ones 
and friends ought to be present 
with their prayers and_ blessing. 
Let us make much of weddings. 
Let us. count them as a Christian 
ceremony. Let us enter into the 


holy vows of marriage with prayer | 


and high resolve and holy respon- 
sibilities publicly acknowledged. 


Church weddings are worth what 


they cost. 

When two young people have 
announced their engagement, 
when they have come together 
publicly in the presence of many 
friends and loved ones and there 
have taken solemn vows, when they 
are now on record for better or for 
worse to live together until death 
Shall part them, it is more likely 
that they themselves have taken 
the matter seriously, that they 
know their own minds, than if it 
were a: hastily planned adventure 
in a run-away marriage, or in a 
marriage quickly brought about by 
a justice of the peace. 

Before great crowds of friends 
and relatives people do not take 
lightly such holy vows. Let us
